TERRIBLE RAILWAY ACCIDENT. 


Eighteen Persons Killed and Forty Fright- 
fully Injured Near Dijon. 
SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE. 
1888, by James Gordon Bennett. 

Pakis, Sept. 5.—A_ terrible railway acci- 
dent occurred at 2:30 o’clock this morning 
on the Paris, Lyons & Mediterranean 
line, between Malan and Velars sur 
Ouche, near the viaduct of La Combe 
Foucheres. The express-train from Paris 
to Dijon and Lyons, which started at 
9:20 o’ciock last night, due in Dijon at 2:15 
o'clock a. m., ran off the line. Some of the 
cars were thrown ina heap. Before news of 
the mishap could be sent to Dijon the fast 
train which left that station at 2:11 
o' clock rushing ‘along at a high rate 
of speed ran into the wreck. The col- 
lision was terrific. Both engines were 
smashed to pieces. When the casualties 
came to be counted eighteen passengers were 
found dead or dying, and forty others dread- 
fully wounded. No Americans were on 
the train, but several English were 
killed—namely: Miss Marriott, Mr. How- 
den, an English student, and Mr. Barengall. 
Capt. Marriott was dangerously wounded. 
The other victims identified so far are French 
or Swiss. As soon as news of the collision 
had spread over the boulevards and foreign 
quarters the newspaper offices were besieged 
with inquiries from friends of passengers. 


Intimation speedily came to hand that the 


uninjured passengers would reach Paris 
about 7 o'clock. An English gentleman, 
traveling by easy stages from a holiday trip 
in Italy, said: “I was half asleep 
after a long journey when I was aroused 
by a violent shock, No damage was done to 
my compartment, but on alighting I found 
myself in the midst of a ghastly scene. 
There was not a light anywhere, and shrieks 
and groans arose from an indistinguishable 
mass, BeforeI knew I was out 
and helping to pull the injured people from 
the débris of the wrecked cars, twisted 
axies, broken glass and panels. I can hardly 
tell how I spent the first hour or two after 
the break-up. One hideous scene followed 
another. When day began to dawn we sur- 
vivors realized the extent of the catas- 
trophe.”’ 

Wilham L. Guest of Philadelphiasaid: “I 
never had such an experience. How I got 
out of that I can’t tell. I remember a shock 
and hearing horrible groans. Then I fainted.”’ 

A lady had her child and husband killed 
beside her, but she escaped injury. In her 
frenzied despair she rushed to the nearest 
telegraph office to wire her friends. With 
true official stolidity the man in charge re- 
fused to accept any message until 7 o' lock.

The cry for help has gone forth none too 
soon. Cases are coming in so rapidly that if 
the horrorsof Memphis and Savannah are 
not to be repeated doctors and nurses must 
be imported. Uptoabout five days ago the 


number of cases reported was comparatively 


small every day, and to all the doctors were 


able to give prompt attention and nurses’ 


were available. N ports of thirty, forty, 


and fifty cases a day are becoming the rule, 


and if the low death rate is to be maintained 
more doctors and nurses must be brought here 
at the expense of the public. It is impossible 
for the doctors to properly attend all the 
cases as they are pouring in now, and if not 


“attended to the death rate will go up and 


keep up. No man can do more than the gal- 
lant physicians here are doing at present. 
One—Dr. Baidwin—has died; Dr. Stellen- 
werk had a relapse from overwork at St. 
Luke’s yesterday; Dr. Fernandez has broken 
down temporarily; and today Dr. Leonard 
was attacked with the fever. Who is to at- 
tend to their patients when every one’s 
hands are full? Dr. Neal Mitchell al- 
most gave way under the - strain 
night before last, but managed to 
pull himself together again. In many cases 
I know of five and six doctors have been 
hunted for and none found available. Nurses 
command fancy prices, and there are not suf- 
ficient funds here to pay them. There are 
thousands of poor who will in a few days be 
inastarving condition, as the auxiliary as- 
sociation, after spending over $8,000 donated 
by citizens, has now only a few hundred dol- 
lars on hand, Doctors are wanted, fever 
nurses are wanted, and money is wanted, 
not only for the relief of the desti- 
tuts, but to enable the authorities to send 
out of town those willing but uchble to go. 
Let it be understood that patients are rapidly 
increasing in number, the bad season is ap- 
proaching, ana the fever has got a firm hold 
on this city, and money judiciously applied is 
the only thing to stave off not only a terrible 
mortality, but hardship, starvation, and per- 
haps outrage. At the citizens’ meeting today 
the offer of the World to open a subscription 
list was accepted with thanks. 
A TOUCHING INCIDENT. 

A rather touching incident was related to 
me yesterday. On his daily visits to the 
Sand Hilis Hospital Dr. Mitchell has to pass 
a lovely rose garden kept by a colored florist 
named Robinson. So great is the man’s dread 
of the fever that he will not come within 
sight of the doctor, but regularly every day 
he has a magnificent bunch of cut roses 
placed on his fence for the doctor to take to 
the patients at the hospital. The unseen 
donor never misses a day. 

I made a second visit to the Sand Hills 
yesterday. The new ward, 60 feet by 20, was 
completed, and a third big ward about fifty 
yards away is under construction. Larger 
quarters for the nurses have been erected, 
and the piace is a little village by itself. The 
difference between this and Camp Perry was 
marked indeed. Miss Delano was hard at 
work with the sisters, and all were in the 
best of health. None of the doctors, nurses, 
guards, or staff hav@ yet had the fever. I 
had my puise feit and temperature taken, 
and was informed that I was all right. 

In connection with the death of Mr. Sterck 
one of the most heartrending incidents of 
the epidemic occurred. Today as one of the 
compositors of the Metropolis was on his way 
to work he was stopped by a little boy, who 
said: Please, mister, give me something to 
eat. I am starving, and mother is up-stairs 
dead and father ill.“ 

The man got the child some food. It was 
the tirst he had had for two days, and he ate 
it ravenously. The father, a taxidermist, 
died today, and the two children are now ill. 
This is the case which the doctor did not re- 
port until late yesterday, and then as one of 
heart-disease, and from 9 o’clock yesterday 
morning till 1 today the dead body of a yel- 
low-fever victim lay in the house with two 
little starving children and their dying 
father.

SIX DEAD BODIES IN THE HOUSE, 


A Woman and Five Children Fouad Dead of

A letter was received today by a relative of 
Chief of Police Andrew of this city disclosing 
u terribie state of affairs in the Town of Bay- 
ard, a small settlement on the line of the 
Jacksonville & St. Augustine Railroad, about 
twenty miles north of here. William Ortgus, 
the son of a farmer living at Sampson, about 
tive miles from Bayard, had occasion to visit 
the latter place. On nearing the settlement 
he was attracted by a strong stench emi- 
nating from the vicinity of a house 
supposed to de vacant. Through 
curiosity he hitched his horse and 
proceeded to’ investigate. On reaching 
the house aghastly spectacie met his eyes. 
Stretched upon a couch was the body of a 
woman, and in the same room were the bod- 
ies of five children. They had evidently been 
dead for several days. The boy on realizing 
the horror of the scene fied precipitately, 
and, mounting his borse, rode back to his 
home and told the startling story to his 
parents. As St. Augustine is strictly quar- 
antined against Bayard and that vicinity the 
news did not reach here until several 
days after the occurrence.

The Board of Education Lets the Contract 
to Weaver, Tod & Co, 
The coal contract question Was taken up, 


nald explained that the committee of which 
he was Chairman decided to confine the bids 
to Brazil block after investigation, it having 
been ascertained that it wasat the same 
time the cheapest and the most suitable for 
the purposes of the board. Mr. Clark, his 
colleague on the committee, had investigated 
the matter fully, and, as a now member, he 
acted on Mr. Ciark’s ad vice. He urged the 
acceptance of the Weaver, Tod & Co. bid at 
$2.87. Mr. Beale moved asan amendment 
that the contract for the West Side be let to 
Weaver, Tod & Co. at their figure, and that 
the contract for the North Side and South 
Side be let to Mr. Daniel Corkery, also at 
$2.87 per ton, being one-half cent per ton less 
than his bid. Mr. Beale claimed that the 
Corkery coal was better than Weaver, Tod & 
Co. could furnish. Corkery was acting for 
the Brazil Block Company, which had the 
best mines for this special variety of the 
articie. Dealers had assured hini that this 
was the case. The division of the contract 
would affordatest for comparison during 
the year as to the character of the supply. 

Mr. Peck agreed with Mr. Nettelhorst that 
Weaver, Tod & Co. ought to be awarded the 
contract, as they were the lowest bidders 
and undoubtedly responsibpie. 

Mr. Brenan aavocated the Corkery 
coalon the strength of what experienced 
coal men had told him. He favored the divis- 
jon of the contract as proposed by Mr. Beale. 

This proposal was rejected by the follow- 
ing vote:

Mr. Beale then moved that all bids be re- 
jected and that new bias be advertised for.

Mr. Graeme Stewart, who was elected 
President of the Board of Edueation on the 
retirement of Mr. A. C. Story, was chosen 
for the same position for the next year last 
evening. Louis Nettelhorst was elected Vice- 
President, and George Howland Secretary. 
The salaried officers of the board were all 
reélected in June before the retirement of 
the old members. The election, though con- 
sidered irregular, was allowed to stand. Mr. 
J. J. Colvin, tne lowest bidder for galvanized 
iron and copper work on the Douglas School, 
claiming that he made a mistake in his ecaicu- 
lations, refused to sign the contract for that 
work awarded him by the board.

SCARCITY OF OCEAN TONNAGE. 


Few Vessels in Port and a Sharp Advance 
in All Freight Kates. 

. New Yorx, Sept. 5.—[{Special.|—There 1s 
an alarming scarcity of ocean tonnage at this 
port. and freight rates to European ports 
have advanced beyond ali precedent. Usually 
the supply of sailing vessels and tramp 
steamers in port is in excess of the demand, 
and they frequently accept low rates for car- 
rying grain, cotton, and petroleum to Europe. 
They also serve as a check on the rates via 
the regular lines of steamers. But the num- 
ber of vessels now ein port and near by is 
limited, and the amount of disengaged ton- 
nage is less than has been known in 
years. An active demand for cotton 
and grain now exists m Europe, 
and the recent excitement in wheat is par- 
tially due to the lack of tonnage for ocean 
transportation. Freiguts have advanced 
from 4 to 644 cents per bushel, and steamers 
making engagements ahead ask a stiil higher 
rate. in cotton freights the. advance has 
been from one-sixth of a penny to one-quar- 
ter penny for compress cotton. The demand 
for cotton in England is now so great that, 
aside from the through shipments from the 
South that are being made, large engage- 
ments to ship from cotton held in stock in 
this city have recentiy been made. 


REPORTED MAIL ROBBERY,

COMMON GROUNDS ON THE TARIFF. 

In his speech at Fort Wayne Gen. Harrison 
defined a free-trader as one who believes in 
“levying customs duties without any regard 
to the effect of those duties upon the wages 
of our working people or upon the produc- 
tion of our own shops.” Gen. Harrison did 
not need t add that the Republican party is 
unanimously opposed to any such policy. 
Gen. Harrison may advocate in his letter of 


acceptance the policy of imposing duties to 


offset any advantages foreign manufacturers 
possess because of this cheaper labor or raw 
material, and his vie- vs will command the as- 
sent of all Republicans. He need not fear 
using terms too strong in advocating 
the measure and degree of protection 
needed to secure American manufact- 

urers from unfair competition with 
foreigners in the markets of the United 
States. With practical unanimity the Re- 
publican party is in favor of levying such 
duties as will make good to the American 
manufacturer every disadvantage that may 
arise because of the higher rate of wages in 
this country. Revenue reform Republicans 
desire that the principle of fair and reasona- 
ble protection shall be preserved. They will 
oppose any change of the tariff which ig- 
nores or repudiates this principle, and they 
desire only the reduction of taxes not need- 
ed for the support of the Government, and 
which go beyond the point of just protecuon 
and present an excess made up of unjustifia- 
ble and unnecessary bounty. 

. Republicans who favor a reduction of need- 
less tariff taxation are unwilling to trust that 
work to the Democratic party, and many of 

believe that the Democratic organiza- 
tion has at heart free trade rather than mere 
revenue reform. They do not forget that at 
least one Democratic National Convention 
put in its platform a declaration that the 
time had come for the party to declare in fa- 
vor of progressive free trade.“ That dec- 
laration in favor of the most rapid progress 
possible towards free trade has never been 
repudiated or modified. Accordingly when- 
ever the Democratic party pro any re- 
duction of the tariff it is suspect of a de- 
sire to take steps towards ec ot free 
trade” and not to be satisfied with revenue 
reduction or anything else short of the de- 
struction of the protective principle. For 
this reason revenue reformers who desire 
fair protection for all American industries 
and monopoly bounties for none find their 
proper place inside the Republican party, and 
should not be driven from it by the blunders 
of party managers in misstating Republican 
doctrine. 


THE VERMONT ELECTION. 

Two Northern States have already record- 
ed their Republicanism in a most unmistaka- 
ble manner and indicated beyond all question 
the drift of the Presidential canvass. Ore- 
gon last June was carried by the Republicans 
by a largely increased majority, and now 
Vermont has spoken, and given Harrison and 
Morton a send-off which promises them the 
largest plurality Republican candidates 
have ever had in that State. 

It is pfobabie that the plurality of the Re- 
publican State candidates will reach about 
28,000. It may go up to 30,000. The largest 
plurality ever obtained in the State was 
27,279 for John B. Page in 1868, Estimating 
the plurality at 28,000, it is a gain of 7,000 
over the Gubernatorial election of 1884, and 
about the same over Blaine's vote, when his 
plurality was 22,183. It also shows a gain of 
nearly 5,000 over Hayes and of nearly 2,000 
over Garfield. Two years ago Gov. Ormsbee 
lad a plurality of. 20,522 over Shurtleff, Dem- 
ocrat. 12 * 

The gain is a gain all round. The only 
county which does not show a Republican in- 
crease is Caledonia. Democrats may sympa- 
thize with their Prohibition allies, for the 
vote of the latter has also materially fallen 
off. Two years ago the State Senate was 
29 Republicans and 1 Democrat. This year 
the Republicans have ousted the one Demo- 
crat by capturing Franklin County and made 
the Senate solid. The Lower House had 206 
Republicans, 29 Democrats, 1 Prohibitionist, 
and 8 Independents. This year the Repub- 
licans have secured fifteen more seats, leay- 
ing the opposition but eighteen strong. The 
two Congressmen, Stewart and Grout, are 
‘also returned by increased * majorities. In 
fact, it was u general rout. The main col- 
umn of the Democracy was smashed, and its 


Prohibition ailies left half of their force on 


the field. . Democratic and mugwump papers 
have been contending that unless the ma- 
jority were larger than it was in 1880 it would 
show a conviction that the nomination of 
Harrison was a cover for Blaineism. Per- 
haps they are satisfied now that the Kepup- 
licans of Vermont know who is running for 
President. 

This largely increased majority will have a 
good effect. It will encourage Republicans 
in every State and will correspondingly ae- 
press the Democracy. Had tune Republicans 
lost in comparison with the last State and 
Presidential elections, or had they only held 
their own, it would have been full of en- 
couragement to the Democracy. It will have 
an inspiriting effect upon the Republicans of 
Maine, b sg is to be heid next 
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it will exceed these figures. With a gain nf 


5.000 in Oregon, and 7,000, and possibly 


in Vermont, with both States casting 
largest Republican majorities since the war, 
these decisive victories, achieved against the 


most desperate efforts of the Democracy, 
aided by Federal patronage, will fill the Re- 


publican party with cheer and enthusiasm 
all along the line. 


IS CANADA PAYING AMERICAN CONSULS. 

A Canadian has made a discovery to which 
he gives publicity in the Toronto Mail. It 
shows, he thinks, that the Dominion is pay- 
ing now, and has been paying for years, 
the salaries of the various American Consuls 
in that country, and has also been contrib- 
uting alarge sum to the Treasury of the 


United States. The writer thinks it is time 


that this tribute should cease, and that a 
large and wealthy country like the United 
States should support its own officials, and 


not put the burden of their maintenance on a 


weaker and a poorer neighbor. 

The way in which this odious tax, of the 
existence of which so few in this country 
know anything, is levied is as follows: Ev- 
ery man exporting goods to this country 
must accompany a consignment exceeding 
$150 in value by a Consul’s certificate costing 
the consignor $2.50, or if it be made out by 
the Consul himself $3. Out of these fees thus 
extorted from the Canadian importers the 
Consuls até paid their salaries, and if the 
fees collected at any point are in excess of 
the pay this Government pockets the differ- 
ence. It is also claimed that the sole objectpf 
this is plunder, as while no entry of Canadian 
goods will be permitted at an American cus- 


tom-house without a Consular certificate, . 


no attention is paid to it in deter- 
mining the dutiable value of the goods. 
Where a toll is charged for passing through 
the Welland Canal there isa reciprocity, 
butin this Consular fee case thereis none. 
So the blood of the Canadian boils, and he 
wants the American Government to call off 
its bloodhounds, or if it retains them to pay 
them itself. If it will do that and agree to 
reciprocity of trade he is of the opinion Can- 
ada might make her canals free and allow 
American fishermen to send their catch free 
in bond through Dominion territory. 
The Consular service of the UAited S 

is not in all respects what it should be. is 
run on the fee system to a far greater extent 
than that of many other countries, and is not 
improved by it. Unfortunately our com- 
merce is somewhat down atthe heels just 
now and the Government does not seem to 
think it can stand the expense of salaried 
officers while it can manage to get along 
with cheap labor by resorting to fees. It 
would be more dignified and better in every 
way if there was a change, but there seems 
to be no likelihood of it. But putting all that 
on one side, is Canada taxed to pay Ameri- 
can Consuis? The gross yearly receipts of 
the latter probably do not exceed $60,000, of 
which a certain portion comes from other 
sources than Consular certificates, for the 
fee-bill of the Consul is a long one. Now, is a 
portion of this $60,000 paid outright by the 
Canadian importer, or is it simply advanced 
by him and collected back from the Ameri- 
can consignee, to be in turn collected by him 
with the customs duties from the consumer 
In short, is it not, after all, the Americans 


“who pay in a roundabout and clumsy fashion 


the salaries of their Consuls? When tne 
Canadian sells to the American he fixes his 
price with all these fees in mind, and not 
only adds in the fees he has to pay but 
charges something for advancing them. 80 
the correspondent of the Mail cannot get us 
to believe that his country is being taxed for 
ours, and thereby induce us to consent to rec- 
iptocity of trade. But if he cannot be con- 
vinced we may perhaps make a trade. We 
will pay our dozen or so Consuls out of our 
own Treasury if Canada will return to us 
about 10,000 boodlers, bank cashiers, and 
clerks of whose services at hard labor she 
is at present depriving us. 


TIMBER CUTTING ON MINERAL LANDS. 

The House has disagreed to the Senate 
amendment to the Sundry Civil bill forbid- 
ding the use of any sums.appropriated by 
that measure in the prosecution of persons 
in the mining regions for cutting scrubby 
timber for mining and domestic purposes. 
The present timber law makes a distinction 
between the scrubby pine, stunted cedar, and 
manzanita on the mountains in the mining 
regions and the forests of pine, oak, and 
otner timber found in the more level portions 
of the country. The latter only is considered 
“timber” in the legal sense. It is suited to 
building and other uses, and can be trans- 
ported in large quantities to ready mar- 
kets. Such timber alone the present 
law aims to save and protect. The 
scrubby wood, which is fit only for 
fuel and use in smelting furnaces, the law 
makes a gift to miners, settlers, and pros- 
pectors, Following its uniform policy of 
encouraging the speedy exploration and de- 
velopment of the gold and silver bearing dis- 
tricts, Congress has given actual residents of 
the mining districts the use of scrub timber 
practically without restriction. The theory 
has been that the production of the precious 
metals is so great a source of Nationai wealth 
that in the mineral districts no tax should be 
put on timber useful only as fuel. 

The prosecutions for unlawful cutting of 
scrubby timber recently begun by the Gen- 
eral Land Office must be confined to cases 
where the timber-cutters have gone 
beyond. the mineral district and en- 
tered on other land. So long as they 
confinea themselves to the mineral territory 
proper they could not be prosecuted for 
cutting scrubby wood. It is weil known, 
however, that many of the big mining cor- 
porations in the West after denuding the 
country in their immediate vicinity have 
sent their timber-cutters into distant locali- 
ties—often building railroads to transport 
their supplies long distances—and have even 
gone beyond the mineral district and invaded 
other territory. The Senate amendment 
would practically stop prosecution for such 
offenses, while the House provision would 
authorize a continuance of the investigations 
now under way and the starting of others 
hereafter. 

The present law permits mining companies 
to strip the country-of fuel timber not only 
in their immediate vicinity but allows them 
to go as far as they see fit, provided they 
keep within the mineral district. Thus the 
first miners on the ground get all the 
benefit of the fuel timber supply and fre- 
quently nothing is left for coming settlers. 
Not only so, but single corporations often de- 
nude the country of fuel timber for adistance 
of sixty or eighty miles from their claims, and 
nothing is left for the working of mines dis- 
covered or put into operation later. It would 
seem thateach mining district or locality 
should be entitled to its natural advantages 
and not be stripped of timber for the bene- 
At of mines in other sections. As the law 
stands now it permits miners to go into the 
most distant portions of the State or Terri- 


tory in which they are located and strip the 


country of fuel timber, which they carry off 
to their own holdings. The free use of fuel 
timber ought to be secured to the local com- 
munities within their districts. Certainly 
the. p e of tne hen Office should 
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President Senne's report on che county 
finances shows that they are in good condi- 
honestly 


tion, and that they have been ad- 
ministered since the reform board came into 
power. The issue of a million dollars’ worth 
ot bonds has about cleared up the floating 
debt left by the corrupt Van Pelt dynasty. 
Expenses have kept within the tax levy, 
and there is enough cash on hand to run the 
county until May of next year, when the new 
taxes will begin coming in. This differs won- 
derfully from the state of things a year ago, 
wifen the county had neither credit nor 
money, and some doubted whether it would 
ever regain either. But, as with the City of 
Chicago in 1876, so with the County of Cook 
twelve years later. One year of honest gov- 
ernment is enough to litt a Western muaicl- 
pality out of all its entanglements. 

A portion of the President's report is de- 
voted to the assessment question.. He depre- 
cates the practice of the board in other years 
of sending committees to the State Board of 
Equalization to urge the raising of the. as- 
sessment in Cook County as the only way in 
which the needed revenue could be had, and 


points out, as Tun Trisune has previously 


done, that this has aided in saddling on usa 
fourth of the entire State tax. Mr. Senne 
thinks the local assessment too low, but he 
does not believe in raising it in such a way 
as to put an extra burden on those whose

means. He thifiks that there are men who 
make it a business to act as middlemen be- 
tween the Assessor and the property-owner, 
and hold out inducements to the former 
strong enough to get him to make false re- 
turns, the go-between receiving à certain 
percentage of the tax which the property- 
owner has escaped paying. There have been 
instances of this method of doing business 


unearthed in the past, but it is doubtful if | 


they are frequent, or if they take much from 
the aggregate valuation. 

Mr. Senne thinks that the State Board 
might increase the Cook County totals by 
assessing property owned by corporations 
which hds not been reached by the local As- 
sessors. He also calls attention to the fact 
that there are licensed from time to time cor- 
porations with millions of dollars of capital 
stock which are not called on to pay taxes, 
unless it be on office furniture. Doubtless 
the united capital of all the corporations hav- 
ing their alleged homes in this city would far 
exceed the entire State assessment, but the 
trouble is that it does not mean anything— 
tnere is no money behind it. Any time Mr. 
Senne wants to invest at a loss he can buy 
for a few hundred dollars several millions’ 
worth of stock in Chicago corporations. 
With most of these concerns it might take 
‘more time and would certainly take more 
ability than the State Board has to go 
through them and decide how much each 
should be assessed. No doubta large amount 
of personal property escapes the vigilance of 
the Assessors, but unless there is a change in 
our system, and more rigid methods like 
those of Massachusetts are resorted to, it is 
not likely that there will be much improve- 
ment. Enough money can be got from the 
present assessment to run the county, vro- 


vided that whatis collected can be econom-. 


ically expended, and Mr. Senne will doubt- 
less look out for that. It is a good thing for 
a municipality to have no more income than 
it absolutely needs, for it removes wwe first 
great incentive to extravagance. 


THE BREWERS AGAINST CHEAP WHISKY. 


As might be expected, the brewers are not 


in favor of the free whisky clauses of the 
Mills bill. They are for taxing spirits to the 
highest point that the stuff will stand. Of 
course they do not claim that théy are disin- 
terested in this policy, or are actuated sim- 
ply by high moral motives. 
all who have studied the subject, that a de- 
creased consumption of ardent spirits owing 
to the increase in price of the latter by taxa- 
tion means an increased demand for malt 
liquors. Alexander Hamilton saw this a 
hundred years ago, and urged the imposition 
of internal revenue taxes on, spirits, then 
cheap and in universal use, on the 
ground that it would encourage the 
substitution of cider and malt liquors. 
Adam Smith had seen it before 
him, and English experience in the past has 
shown that the cheapness of fermented 
drinks is a cause, not of drunkenness but of 
sobriety.“ To the fact that. the present in- 
ternal revenue ‘system of this country dis- 
criminates in favor of the miider drinks is 
due in good part the fact that ‘their produc- 
tion and consumption are increasing, while 
the use of spirits is decreasing. The Swiss 
Government, as the result of a thorough in- 
vestigation, also reports: Taxauon ranks 
foremost among the measures calculated 
to restrict the excessive use of ardent spir- 
“its.” For it must be taken for granted 
that whatever taxes are levied on spirits, 
whether by the Nation, the State, or 
the municipality, are paid by the con- 
sumer.» He may either have to pay 
more for a glass, or, the price remaining, 
there will be less in the glass. One way or 
another the cost 
will instinctively turn to the cheaper substi- 
tute, The brewers have come to claim that 
they are the real temperance reformers—tne 
Prohibitionists being whisky men in disguise, 
and that whatever cheapens beer and raises 
whisky is a temperance measure. So they 
are radically opposed to the Free Whisky 
Mills bill because it will hurt them and be- 
cause it is opposed to morality: 

While the brewer is in favor of taxing 
whisky he is no Prohibitionist, and he can- 
not stomach the oft-repeated assertion, 
backed up by a report made a year or so ago 
by the United States Bureau of Statistics, 
that the annual drink bill of the Nation is 


700.000, 000, and that all of that is sheer 


waste and expense. This assertion has been 
taken up and criticised by Mr. G. Thomann 
in a pamphlet recently printed by the United 
States Brewers’ Association of New York, 
who arrives at tle following results: 

Since all taxes on spirits and beer are ulti- 
mately paid by the consumer there must be 
deducted from the assumed $700,000,000 ex- 
pense of the Nation” all that has been paid 
in Federal, State, or municipal taxes. That 
sum clearly was not waste, but helped de- 
fray Government expenses. In 1886 the“ 
Government collections were fully $95,000,000. 
There were 205,832 persons who paid for Fed- 
eral wholesale and retail liquor licenses. 
Assuming that each one of these paid a State 
or town tax of $200 yearly, their contribu- 
tions amount to $41,000,000, making a grand 
total of 8186. 000, 000 to be deducted from the 
* waste account.“ 

But Mr. Thomann discards this $700,000,000 
estimate. He says that the whoiesale cost of 
drinks used in the United: States was about 
$300,000,000, and that the general way to get 
at the final retail cost is to add 100 per cent. 
But since 100 per cent is far too high for beer, 
he puts the entire retail cost of drink at 
$520,000,000, so that according to his figuring 
more than 25 per cent of the expense of the 
Nation for intoxicating drinks flows into 


the Public Treasury, whlch recalls the f. a 
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debt“ 
proceeds to apply his figures to Chicago and 


New York. In 1886 Chicago’s drink bill, es- 


timating on a yearly sum of 99 per head, 
amounted to $6,750,000. Its share of the $95,- 
000,000 paid into the Federal Treasury was 
$1,152,804; the city license fees were $1,850,- 
000, making a total of $3,002,887. The drink 
bili of New York amounted to $13,500,000 and 
the local and Federal fees to $3,284,290. So 
that Chicago paid about 45 and New York 
about 24 per cent of the entire drink pill into 
local and Federal treasuries. 


STATUS OF THE OKLAHOMA BILL. 
Among the Knights of Labor and others 


who have shown considerable interest in 


having the Oklahoma country opened to set- 


tlement there appears to be some misappre- 
hension as to the terms of the Okiahoma bill 
now under consideration in the House. The 
bill as it stands does not ize the home- 
stead principle, pure and simple, but provides 
that in addition to three years’ occupancy 
settlers can acquire title only by the payment 
of $1.25 per acre. There must be personal 
residence, ogcupancy, and cultivation of the 
land for three years and the payment in four 


annual installments at the rate of $1.25 per 


acre. No settler can take more than 160 
acres. Judge Payson and several other mem- 
bers of Congress, who have given special at- 
tention to public land questions, are firmly 
opposed to the provision exacting payment 
from settlers. They assert that if this rule 
is established the land will in a short time be 
found in the possession of land speculators, 
loan and trust companies, cattle syndicates, 
and others, who will advance money to the 
settlers and eventually get their homesteads. 
Judge Payson insists that no rights of pre- 
emption or commutation should be allowed, 
but that settlers should acquire their home- 
steads solely by occupancy and cultivation. 
In its present form the Oklahoma bill re- 
quires settlers to pay the Government a suf- 
ficient amount to extinguish the Indian title 
to the lands. It is claimed in opposition to 
Judge Payson’s plan that it would cost the 
Government $30,000,000 to obtain from the 
Indians the land soon to be opened to settle- 
men“, and this would impose a tax of 50 cents 
on every man, woman, and child in the United 


States in order to give free homes to settlers 


in Oklahoma and other parts of -the Far 
West and Southwest. Under the old policy 
of homestead rights with the privilege of 
commutation settlers quite generally sought 
to perfect their titles as soon as possible by 
making payments when able instead of 
waiting for the period of occupancy to ex- 
pire. Notwithstanding the privilege of free 
homesteads the Government has realized 
from preémptions and commutations enough 
to reimburse it for the purchase of land from 
the Indians. The Oklahoma bill, as now 
pending, absolutely requires payment from 
settlers instead of giving them the option of 
commutation or a longer residence on the 
land to perfect title. Under it tue settler 
would be required to pay the Government 
$200 in addition to remaining on the land and 
cultivating it for three years. 

Judge Payson opposes the present bill not 
only because he thinks it will operate to the 
advantage of land sharks and speculators 
but because he wants to reject entirely the 
policy of requiring payment and to dispose 
of the public domain , hereafter, as “a free 
gift from a great and rich Go¥ernment to 
the poor of its own people.” Judge Payson 
and the members acting with him, although 
in a minority, have the power to defeat the 
pending bill by a resort to dilatory tactics, 
and they seem determined to adopt this 
policy rather than suffer the measure to 
pass. A compromise seems impossible, and 
itis not likely that any bill opening the 
Oklahoma country to settlement will pass 
this session.

ELKuARt, Ind., Sept. 5.—[Special.]—James

to his own confession in 1873 he had deserted 
several years before a wife and four children 
in Elizabethtown, N. Y. In 1847 he was a 
sign-painter and occasional preacher in Cin- 
cinnati. The following winter he mar- 
ried a young lady of that city, and 
lived with her at intervals for four or 
five ea rs, when he was sentenced to 
the penitentiary from Philadelphia. During 
that period heswindied his mother-in-law out 
of valuable property, several hundred dol- 

in money, and stole watches and other 
valuables from her boarders. In 1854 he 
turned up in Granville, O., with wife No. 8, 
but soon wentto New York City, where he 
was arrested as Greear, “the great confi- 
dence man.“ He was sent from there to 
Sing Sing for five years, but on account of 
good behavior was pardoned atthe expira- 
tion of six months. He then returned to 
Cincinnati and married a young grass 
widow, took her East, and joined 
a Pennsylvania regiment as Chaplain, 
but was soon appointed Brigade Post- 
master. In this capacity he stole everythi 
he could get hold of from the soldiers an 
was sentenced to Alexandria prison, but 
good conduct again secured his release and 
he became the great negotiator for peace 
between wae United States and Jeff Davis, 
President Lincoln furnishing bim $100 for 
the purpose out of the “Secret Service fund. 
Upon securing this money he swindled a 
Baltimore house out of a fine set of furs for 
his wife and flied to Chicago, where he was 
arres but escaped to Canada where he 
remained a year when he went to Connecti- 
cut under the name of M. M. Allison with his 
fifth wite. 

In Connecticut he went to preaching, and 
one night his parsonage mysteriously burned. 
Some of his people made up a purse for him, 
but it was soon found that he had hidden four 
trunks of goods under the church, and when 
he attempted to remove them they were at- 
tached for his abandoned family. Soon after 
he appeared in Chicago at No. 45 Franklin 
street as a japanner, under the as- 
sumed name of James 8. Green. He after- 
wards preached at Greensburg, in this State, 
and here, where he was not successful in 
swindling any one to any great extent, 
though there were ugly rumors concerning 
him. It is known that he served fifteen 
months in the Moyamensing Penitentiary. 


AN AMERICAN BANK IN MEXIOO, 


Part of the Pian Is to Make New York the 
Silver Market of the World. 

City of Mexico, Sept. 5.—After more than 
a year’s negotiations the scheme for a new 
bank here which will be of special service 
to all American interests in Mexico has been 
carried to a successful conclusion. Trust- 
worthy estimates show that more than 5150, 
000,000 of American capital is invested in 
this country in railways, mines, real es- 
tate, and trade; but not a single 
bank . exists here having a dollar 
of American 2 although there is a 
large amount of business done direct with 
New York. Every year the amount of ex- 
change business on New York grows in vol- 
ume, and as the tourist travel increases there 
must be a profitable business in this line also. 
It is also the consideration of these points 
which has led to the formation of the syndi- 
cate in New York and — Ay for the pur- 
pose of establishing a bank here. The lead- 
ing New-Yorkers in the scheme are H. B. 
Hollins & Co., bankers, and Robert Colgate. 

By the terms of the contract just signed 
the syndicate enters into a contract with the 
Mexican Mortgage Bank, whose charter was 
granted six years ago, and therefore ante- 
dates the Mexican National Bank charter. 
By the terms of the agreement the Mexican 
Morteaie Bank becomes the international 
and mo bank of Mexico, and the prin- 
cipal condition of the syndicate’s agreement 
with the bank was tne granting by the Gov- 
ernment of certain modifications of the char- 
ter so us to enable the bank to carry on a 
general banking business and to issue cer- 
tificates of deposit in silver and gold, in dol- 
lars or ounces, payabie in Mexico or abroad. 

This financial combine has for its object to 
unite the silver production of Mexico with 
that of the United States soas to make tne 
headquarters of the silver market of the 
world in New York instead of London. The

THE WOES OF THE BOOK MAKER. 


One Kelly Seems to Hold the Whip Hand 
and the Rest Are Grumbliog. 

New YORK, Sept. 5.—[{Special.]—There is a 
row among the gamblers over the rich spoils of 
horse-racing in this neighborhooa. The struggle 
is between about a hundred bookmakers on the 
one hand and James E. Kelly, who is both 3 
bookmaker and an operator in Paris mutual 
pools. The immense amount of plunaer in- 
volved is indicated by the fact’ that. at every 
meeting on either the Monmouth Park, Coney 
Island, the Brooklyn, or the Jerome tracks each 
of the hundred bookmakers has this season paid 

100 a day for the privilege of erecting and 
Operating a betting stand. These heavy con- 
tributions go to make up the libera) prizes of- 
fered by the racing association, whose hands are 
regarded as ciean in the matter, but the ad- 
vantages taken of the betting public by the 
gambiers is indicated by their ability 
to payin the aggregate $10,000 a day and still 
make rich profits for themseives. Kelly is the 
lender of the gamblers in both ability and 
wealth. He has grown enormously wealthy 
within ten years in this business, and he is so 
highly regarded by the swell Coney Island and 
American Jockey Clubs that each has elected 
him a director for the purpose of giving into his 
management the facilities for . on the two 
courses. It is out of this special advantage 

ined by Kelly that the present trouble arises. 

ixty-seven of his competitors have formed the 
New York Bookmakers’ Alliance, and their prin-. 
cipal obiect in the combination is to fight mutual 
pools off the track. Now, Kelly has a monopoly 
of the mutual machines in New York, and dur- 
ing the June meeting of the American Jockey 
Ciub he accorded to himself the privilege 
of operating them. Acting in his 
caffcity as a director he fixed for 
himself the percentage which he should pay to 
the association, and he also placed the price of 
each bookmaking stand at $100. There was a 
great deal of grumbling, and when the racing be- 
gan for the summer at Sicamouth the vbookmak- 
ers were influential enough to exclude the mutu- 
als altogether. When the present extra meet- 
ing of the Brookiyn Jockey Club began, its man- 
agers, the Dwyer brothers, accepted the bid of 
‘the Bookmakers’ Alliance, which was that each 
bodk maker should pay a hundred dollars - daily, 
ena suffer no competition from mutuals. But for 
the September races of the Coney Island Jockey 
Club, wherein Kelly is a director, he has an- 
nounced that the usual hundred dollars will be 
exacted, notwithstanding the fact that he will 
run his mutual machines. Nobody sympathizes

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HABM DONE PUPILS 


The Children of Poor Parents the Greatest 
Sufferers—Many of Them Receive Only 
Two-and-a-Haif Years’ Instractions— 
Changes Which Would Relieve Some of 
the Distrieta— The MeCleHan Branch 
Basement Class Rooms in the Ward 
Building. 

At the ciose of the last school year there 
were. 10,000 pupils of the Chicago public 
schools in what are called half-day or doubie 
divisions. Five thousand of them attended 
the forenoon sessions of their respective 
schools and the other 5,000 attended the aft- 
ernoon sessions. This arrangement was not 
voluntary on the part of parents or pupils. 
They submitted to it on compulsion. They 
had no alternative. Those who could 
least afford it have been victimized by the 
system which has grown out of the gross and 
culpable neglect by the Board of Education 
in the past. The bhalf-day divisions have 


been maintained principally in the industrial | 


districts, where parents of humble means 
who are not able to pay for an education for 


theix children at good private schools are | 


located, and where children have to be with- 
drawn from school at an early age in order 
to help their parents, or to make their own 
living. The result of the system in those 
districts is to warp the industrial and 
intellectual powers of the rising gen- 
eration. The boys are usually withdrawn 
from the schools at the age of 12 
or thereabouts, before they have passed out 
of the primary grades. They enter the 
schools at the age of 6. Instead of six years’ 
schooling those boys have really only three. 
The result is deplorable. The poor youths have 
notevena smattering of education. It is 
nearly as bad with the girls. Again, the 
boys being in attendance at school only half 


of the forenoon or afternoon they have too 


much time for street exercises and there- 
fore for becoming acquainted with vicious 
characters and learning their vicious ways. 
The system is doubly demoralizing. A double 
wrong is inflicted upon the children of the 
wor ple. There would have been no 
occasion for these doubie divisions had the 
Board of Education used its powers with an 
eye to the public good, and had it used the 
moneys 8 tor its use by the panes 
Council judiciously and in accordance wi 
the wishes of the taxnayers. 
AMPLE APPROPRIATIONS. 

That the School Board has not done so its 
own records will show. The double divisions 
are of course caused by the lack of school 
accommodations in the industrial sections. 
Enough money has n annu appropri- 
ated to supply all gn eng emands if 
properly eos § Ever since Judge Dickey’s 
decision for the Supreme Court holding that 
the school appropriation did not fall within 
the limit applied to municipal taxation the 
City Council has appropriated nearly every- 
thing the School Board has asked. Last year 
$500,000 was appropriated for buiiding pur- 
poses; the year before an equal sum was ap 
propriated, and n this year the appropri- 
ation for building purposes haif 
a million. What is there to show 
for those three appropriations? Practically 
at ey There were no schools buiit last 
year. o schools opened last Monday with 
sixteen less rooms for pupils than there were 
Jan. lof this year. The double he 

ey 
have increased, and roe will continue 
to increase, as it is not likely that any of the 
three buildings now under contract will be 
ready for occupancy during the year. The 
school attendance ought to increase, accord- 
ing to competent authority, about 7,000 each 
year to keep pace with the growth of the 
city. Putting the increase at 5,000, it follow 
therefore, there will be atthe endo 
the present school year 15,000 pupils con- 


demned to the loss of ualf the school time to 


which they are entitled. 

These are facts which challenge the atten- 
tion of the publicand the Board of Educa- 
tion. Some radical remedy ought to be ap- 
plied. But the remedy will not be found in 
the erection of ornamental and costly schools 
in aristocratic neighborhoods, in the expen- 
diture of $200,000 annually in special studies, 
or in the use of the money appropriated by 
the Council for other pu s than that for 
which it has been asked. If it is not a tech- 
nical it surely is a moral misappropriation to 
estimate $500,000 for buildings in the requeat 
to the Council, 
while only setting aside $303,000, after the 
appropriation is made, and using only $159,- 

of the money for that purpose in one 
year, and in another year asking and getting 
$500,000 and not using one cent of it for the 
urpose for which it was asked. This is a 
ad and vicious practice and had better be 
discontinued.

The first school visited was the Holden, 
the oldest in the southern partof the city— 
much older than the Dougias, though there 
has been no suggestion to tear it down to put 
000 school in its place. 
The patrons of this school are day laborers, 
mechanics, and humble tradesmen. The ay- 
erage age of leaving school is less than 12. A 
half-day division in this school means only 
about two and a half jears’ schooling for 
those who are members of it. There are 450 
—nearly 500—pupils in the double divisions 
now. It is too bad,“ said Mr. Babcock, the

es, it can be helped. The Holden School 
stands on atwo-acre lot. There is enough 
room and to spare on this lot for the erection 
of an additional building of twenty or twen- 
ty-four rooms. The lot has a frontage of 3850 
feet on Thirty-first street and 
Deering strget. The present building fronts 
sixty feet on Deering street. On the Thirty- 
first street front a new building, well lighted, 
and not interfering with the light of the 
other building, could be erected. it be 
believed that the School Board, instead of 
utilizing this ground, has bought two lots for 
building purposes a few blocks south? Yet 
this is true. It is also true that Assistant 
Superintendent Burroughs, who has special 
charge of the South Side schools, suggested 
instead of a new building on the lot 
the atandonment for school purposes of the 
four rooms in the upper part of the building 
and their conversion into an assembly or 
dancing hail, as Mr. Brenan calls it! And 
this while 450 children of workingmen are 
deprived of half the educational advantages 
which the State intends for them! But this 
is only a part of the absurd policy pursued. 
The McClellan School, southeast of this 
building, at Thirty-fifth and Waliace streets, 


has four double divisions of 225 pupils, the 


children of the working people, and about 
125 others are accommodated in a rickety 
old shed at the corner of Emerald avenue 
and Thirty-seventh street.

WARD SCHOOL BASEMENT. 
The ventilation is bad. There is a furnace 
in the corner of each room which has to be 
fed during school hours. The atmosphere in 
the rooms is damp. There isa moldy, disa- 
greeable smell. et the parents prefer to 
have their children in those rooms rather 
than have them in half-day divisions. They 
will take the risk for the better chances of 
an education afforded. ‘his only indicates 
what an evil the half-day system is consid- 


. ered to be. But the three basement rooms 


ought to be abandoned before the winter 
months, however strongly some of the occu- 
pants may precios them heaithy. Some per- 
sons would call the Healy Slough a good 
place of summer resort, but that would not 
make itso. Inspector Brenan tried to have 
the rooms abandoned some time ago, but did 
not succeed. ‘The parents actually clamored 
for a full day’s school in those cellars 
for their children. The Board of Edu- 
cation owns a lot at Portland ar- 
enue and Thirty-seventh street within 
this section, and a building should 
be erected on that. Or, better still, a building 
should be erected on the old quarantine lot 
south of the Webster School owned by the 
city. This would relieve the crowding on 
the Webster and accommodate pupils of the 


Ward School. The Council just before ad- 


journment sed a resoluuon favoring the 
urchase of a lot near Thirty-first street and 
ortlana avenue on which to erect a build ing 
but this instruction has thus far been ignored. 
One new building will relieve this section. 
It ought to be begun at orice. 
THE DOUG SCHOOL. 

The section of the South Division-south of 
the ke Shore and Rock Isiand tracks 
would be fairly accommodated with schools 
but for the tearing down of the Dougias 
building. The twenty classes of that school 
have to be accommodated in the surrounding 
schools. This will cause crowding and two 
or four half-day divisions at the Keith, Cot- 
tage Grove, and perhaps the Moseley School. 
The inconvenience will be only temporary. 
The emergency has brought to the 
School Board's attention the  valu- 
able fact that the dancing halls of 
the recently-erected structures can be util- 
ized for class-rooms; that they answer ad- 
mirably for that purpose, as has been shown 
at the Cottage Grove, Raymond, and South 
Division High School. They should be so 
utilized as long as there is a half-day division 
in the city. The special study recitation 
rooms are also being used for class-rooms. 
That use ought to be continued. 

Indeed, if the Board of Education will 
only devote itself to the task there need not 
be more than about a dozen balf-day divisions 
in the South Division during the current 
school year, and there ought not to be one a 
2 hence. The use of che apprepriations 

or the purpose tor which they are made by 
the Council will solve the Whole problem of 


school accommodation as far as this division 


is concerned. 

The consideration of the half-day divisions 
in the other sections of the city will be con- 
sidered in future articles.

JURISDICTION OF COURTS. 


Effect of the Bill Passed by the House 
Yesterday. , 

Wasurtnetor, D. C., Sept. 5-—[Special. ]— 
The bill passed in the House this morning 
limiting the jurisdiction of the District and 
Cireuit Courte of the United States, although 
receiving the sanction ofthe majority, was 
sharply opposed by the minority, the leader 
of whom was Congressman Adams of Illinois. 


Mr. Adams states that the effect of the bill if 


enacted into law would be that a corporation 
organizea under the laws of Massachusetts, 
which at the time when the cause of action 
accruea was carrying on in the State of Ili- 
nois any business authorized by its charter, 
could not sue a citizen of Lilinois in the Fed- 


eralicourts. It need not appear, in order to 


give the act effect and compel the dismissal 
of asuitfor want of jurisdiction, that the 


corporation was carrying on any busi- 


ness in LUhnois at the time when 
the suit was commenced—it may have 
been a stranger in Illinois for years—nor 
need it appear that it has ever carried on 
—— * 2 * where the suit is 
ro t; its business agency may have 
eon ia a different part of the State. Yet it 
could not maidtain a suit in the Federal 
courts. Kven if the phrase “carrying on 
any business were to be strictly construed 
to be the keeping an office and local agents 
in the State where the defendant resides 
there appears to be no sound reason why the 
Fede courts should be closed against a 
non-resident corporation having a resident 
agency, while they are open to non-resident 
partnershi and individuals wheth- 
er they have a like resident agency 
or not. The purpose of the consti- 
tutional provision that ‘the judicial 
power shall extend to controversies between 
citizens of different States was to protect the 
non-resident litigant against local prejudice. 
A husetts corporation having a local 
ncy m IIlinois would still be a citizen of 
bhusetts, notwithstanding the enact- 

ment of the pending bill. A controversy be- 
tween it and a citizen of Ilinois would still 
be, in the language of ‘the Constitution, a con- 
troversy between citizens of different States.
